Officials of the Hote! and Res- 
taurant Employes’ Internationai Al- 
HMance asserted today that unless 
their contract, providing for in- 
creased wages effective Friday, is 
signed by the consolidated associa- 
tions of hotel and restaurant owners 
by midnight tomorrow there will be 
no food served in any of the estah- 
lishments controlled by the associi- 
tion.

The associated hotel and festaurant 
employers, who yesterday announced 
that on and after Friday they will 
operate their establishments on an 
open shop basis, say that they are 
prepared for any emergency. 

Strike of 1913 Recalled. 


Union leaders pointed to the wait- | 


ers’ atrike of 1913, which lasted 13 


months and which, they say, resulted | 


in a complete victory for the union. 
The employers say that they have 
not forgotten that strike and the 


financial] loss to the business which | 


it entailed, but they add they were 
not organized then as they now are. 
Charles L. Crabill, secretary and 
business agent of the Cooks and Pas- 
try Cooks’ Union, Local 203, having 
a membership of 659 cooks and chefs,

“The proposed adoption of the 
open-shop plan is a challenge to or- 
ganized labor.” said Crabill, ‘‘and we 
will meet the issue.” 

Attitude of Employers. 

W. C. Connett, attorney, represent- 
ing the associated employers, said 
that the auestion of wages was not 
the only thing involved in the deter- 
mination of his clients to operate on 


an open shop plan. 

“The menibers decided that they 
could not operate to advantage with 
‘a universal wage scale,” he said. 
“Some of the hotels and restaurants 
are paying their help more than the 
prevailing rate and others cannot af- 


ford to pay as much as the unfons 


demand. The open shop plan does 
not involve a reduction in wages, but 
merely leaves the employer free to 
pay what he can afford. 

“Another thing taken into consid- 
eration by the employers was the 
rules and regulations imposed by the 
unions. One rule in particular which 
met with epposition provided that no 
emplove could be discharged with- 
out sufficient cause and that the 
union was to be the sole judge of the 
matter. 

“Economic conditions, too, have a 
great deal to do with the situation. 
The employers believe that the cost 
of living has reached its crest anc 
there is no justification for further 
fncrease !n wages. The cost of food 
is going down, and the unions should 


contribute their share to the general! 


reduction. The employers want the 
right to employ whom they see fit to 
employ and to pay what wages they 


belfeve are justified by general con-| 


ditions.”’

PUBLICITY AND HIGH COSTS. 


The Missouri High-Cost-of-Living Office will close 
Sept. 30. An actual reduction of 8 per cent In costs 
at Kansas City and of 6 per cent at St. Louis has a)- 
ready been shown and the downward morement has 
acquired a momentum certain to increase these per- 
centages. In a statement on the work of the office, 
Mrs. John R. Leighty attributes these results very 
largely to curtailment in buring by the public, an end 
energetically promoted by the organization crested 
br the office in city and State. It is computed that 
living cost burdens have been the subject of 29 car- 
toons in the daily newspapers of St. Louis and 93 1-2 
columns of reading matter. To a subject of such v*'tal 
importance the press would have devoted much atten- 
tion, with or without the existence of the bureau, 
but the co-operation of the women has not been 
without helpfulness. 

In the absence of anr effective legal assistance by 
the Department of Justice, publicity has oeen the 
weapon chiefly relied on by the women.

hope of ending war, the United States has become 
& menace to the world’s peace. Reserving to our- 
selves the right to go our own war without consu!t- 
ing any other nation, we compel other nations to 
reserve for themselves the same rights as against us 
They cannot, fn prudence, incapacitate themselves 
militarily when they don’t know what our policr is 
to be. They cannot reduce armaments unless we do. 

It is a sardonic twist of things, but br holding aloof 
from the peace movement we have become a sort of 
Hohenzollern Germany to the post-bellum world. The 
United States Senate has junkerized America in the 
judgement of the world. 

The judgment, however mistaken, fs natural. Sup- 
pose that we had promptly ratified the treaty and 
joined the League, and that England, for example, 
had debated the instrument a year and chosen to 
stay out! What would we think of her?
